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Immigration 
From U.K. To 
Canada Drops 


OTTAWA—Latest figures show 
that the flow of immigration from 
the United Kingdom to Canada 
is still running at barely half 
last year's rate. For the first 
eight months of this year, 9,000 

eople came to this country from 
Britain, compared with 17,120 in 
the same period of 1949. 

The eight-month total from all 
sources is 49,220, as against 71,975 
@ year ago. 

The sharp drop in British immi- 
grants started in the fall of 1949, 
after devaluation of the pound 
sterling added to the difficulties of 
settlers who were already restricted 
as to the amount of capital they 
could take to Canada, The figure is 
$1,000 spread over four years, ¥; 

ThereNhave been suggestions from 
London that the British government 
might ease these restrictions some- 
what. 

Late in June, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
chancellor of the exchequer, told the 
British house of commons that in fu- 
ture all emigrants to Canada who 
could make out a good case would 
be allowed to draw in the first year 
up to the whole four-year allotment. 
Each case would be determined on 
its merits, he said.

Some Seasonal Hints 

With harvesting operations com- 
pleted, the weeks that lie ahead just 

fore and after freeze-up, provide 

. M opportunity to plan and com- 
plete important farm operations, 

After-harvest Cultivation, Shal- 
low, after-harvest cultivation is of 
great value as an aid in the control 
of many »nnual and some perennial 
weeds. Shallow, fall tillage of stubble 
fields is a useful approach in the de- 
struction of sawfly larva and grass- 
hopper eggs. Proper adjustment of 
tillage equipment is important, 
however, in fall cultivation of this 
kind, to ensure that all crop residye 
is anchored rear the surface as an 
aid to soil and water conservation. 

Time tv Seed Grass, This fall 
presents one of the best opportuni- 
ties in recent years to begin a 
regrassing program. In the first 
place, forage crop seeds are in good 
supply and selling at reasonable 
prices, Furthermore, in most of 
the prairie region moisture reserves 
are adequate und there is plenty of 
sood heavy stubble cover on most 
dields to provide ideal seed bed 
conditions for the fall sowing of 
grass, Shallow seeding into clean 
stubble fields, anytime after October 
15th, gives every indication this 
year of being a successful practice. 
With this. method there is very 
little danger of the seed germinat- 
ing before freeze-up, and conse- 
quently good stands usually result 
from the more favorable conditions 
for growth in the early spring. This 
is one way to begin ta accumulate 
reserves of feed for the dry sum- 
mers and hard winters that come 
with unfailing regularity. 

Think of Seed Supplies, The wide- 
spread damage to grain crops in 
some areas from drought, in others 
from early and severe frost, and 
more recently from fall rains and 
delayed harvesting, will undoubtedly 
be reflected in a heavy demand for 
seed supplies of good quality. This 
unusual situation emphasizes the 
importance of testing all farm seed 
stocks held for planting in 1951.
